Tho Sisters presented the annual re- 
port of receipts and disbursements for 
the year ending December 1, 1916. 
This report is given in detail below. 
It shows that tfie total receipts from 
all sources amount, to $25,220.ti9, while 
the total expenditures for all purposes, 
including some permanent improve- 
ments, amounted to $24,823.63, leaving 
a net balance for the year of $397.06.- 
The report further shows that there 
are unpaid charges for service ren- 
dered during the year in the sum of 
$1,078.2!), and free service in the sum 
of 3313.72. 
Tho board took occasion to heartily 


I coneratulate the Sisters upon their ex- 
! cellent showing, in the face of the in- 
1 creased costs-.of all items of supply. 
The record for the year shows a small 


i margin of receipts above expenditures, 
i .notwithstanding tho fact that in the 
1 list of expenditures is included a pay- 
ment of $2,000 on 'Che funded debt, and 
a part of the cost of the new laundry, 
and of making needed changes in the 
reception room and diet kitchen, and 
a list of items spent for maintenance, 
that is considered equivalent to the 
fair depreciation charge on the plant. 
Nearly all the items of food or sup- 
plies show greatly increased totals 
over any preceding year. An instance 
of this increase is illustrated by one 
item, gauze bandaging. 
At present 
prices compared with the prices for a' 
year ago, this one item alone causes 
the hospital an increased expense of 
twelve dollars per day. 
Some interesting calculations were

Few Kernel* For Distribu- 


tion by Secretary Smith at the 


Poultry Shaw This Week. 


Three years 
ago the 
Gazette ob- 
tained a few kernels of corn that was 
grown from the first planting of corn 
found by an archeolokist exploring a 
prehistoric mound in the southwestern 
portion of the United States. 
This 
corn, evidently a part of the funeral 
rites of some prehistoric warrior who 
had been buried with provision to take 
him through his journey to the world 
beyond, had been placed In a vessel, 
composed 
of 
material

It was of varied colors. Part black, 
a portion yellow, some white and some 
red. These kernels were planted and 
grew corn that had stalks to the 
height of twenty odd feet and four to 
six ears of corn of unusual length 
on them. The ears were many colored. 
Some had all the. black, red, yellow 
and white kernels and others were 
solid colors, red, black or yellow and 
for the most part white. 
The seeds furnished 
the Gazette 
were yellow and white. 
The follow- 
ing season was a poor one and the'y 
failed to mature for the most part, 
although the stalks grew as'predicted 
and .is the ears appeared the frost nip- 
ped them. A few ears, however ripened 
and seed for a. second planting was 
obtained. This, too, was yellow and 
white, and under the able. care of 
Charles Connell, grew to 
wonderful 
size and many ears were harvested. 
Strange to say that red ears appeared 
as well as the yellow and white and 
a combination color of the two. 
These were 
carefully 
harvested, 
thoroughly dried and have been divid- 
ed into little packets so that the boys 
of Rock county can experiment and 
see what they can grow 
for them- 
selves.

Many Individuals and societies weri 
generous in donations so that abou 
five hundred dollars was raised to 
equip the room, located in the eitj 
hall. Eight dentists have given one 
half day a month during the schoo 
year to work on the clinic for the pas 
two vears. To one who has not in 
ventigated, this does not make much 
of an impression, but it has really 
meant a larger charity than most peo- 
ple can. realize, and they have been 
cheerful and considerate in their serv- 
ices at all times.

EASTLAND DISASTER 


SUITS IN A TANGLE 


Chicago, Jan. 15.—Although 
mors 
than a year and a haM lias elapsed 
since the picnic steamer 
Eastland 
turned turtle at her dock in the Uii- 
cago river here and snuffed. out ti.fi 
lives of SIS men. women and children 
out for a holiday, compensation for 
their aeathes has not been made and 
the suits growing out of the disaster 
today are in a bad local tangle. 


Surviving relatives of the 812 wage 
workers who met death on the East- 
land are, in many instances, poor peo- 
ple who depended on the earnings of 
the victims of the disaster. 
Many of 
these have had a hard struggle to 
live since the ill-fated afternoon of 
July 24, 1915. 
Interest in the situation today cen- 
ters on the question whether 3/u «ul s 
for damages, in federal court, shall t/e 
consolidated and all tried at once or 
tried separately.Federal Judge Landis 
must till the United States supreme 
court today whv he consolidated the 
£a*es and why "he thinks they ought 
to bo tried together. 


Should the supreme court order the 
cases tried separately, as the owners 
of the Bastland demand, it is esti- 
mated that the trials will last fifteen 
years, allowing a 
minimum of 
two 
weeks for each case. Surviving reU- 
«ve* of about 300 of the victims have 
not sued at all. while^ others 
ha^e 
brought suit in Illinois state courts. 
There is a bill before congress to 
give the 'United States court of claims 
jurisdiction in the cases. This would 
open the way for the surviving rela- 
tives of victims to make claim agatnst 
the government. Many of them blame 
the aovernment, through the fedeial 
steamr-oat inspection service for the 
disaster; but »s the government can- 
not be .sued they hatre no way of re- 
covering damages unless the court of 
claims is given jurisdiction.

ATHLEfiC PROGRESS 


SHOWN IN RECORDS 


New York, Jan. 15.—The latest list 


of records compiled by the Amateur 
Athletic Union and illustrated by dia 
grams, gives an excellent idea of the 
progress made in track and field per- 
formances in this country .during the 
past thirty years. A careful examina- 
tion of the records in some seventeen 
events shows that without a single 
exception the early times or distances 
have been improved from -a fraction 
of a second to minutes in the runs 
and by many feet in'the fleld contests. 
The first A. A. "LF. performances date 
back to the early eighties and a com- 
parison of the time or distance of 
these initial events with the latest 
rec'orJR in similar competitions dis- 
closes some wide differences. 
In 188s 
F Westing Tan the "hundred" in 10 
second flat, . today Dan -Kelly and: 
Howard Drew hold the mark at 9 3-5; I 
a 2-5 second improvement with seven] 
other athletes named in the interne-: 
diate lowering of the time. Wendell i 
Baker set the time for the "220" at | 
22 seconds in 1S8S. Now Drew and tr.! 
Parker Sbold the record of 21 1-a, «.| 
gain of V5 of a second, in which' 
Luther -Gary, Bernie Wefers, Ban Lip- 
pincot. ond, others had a tfand. 
The quarter mile has not been so 
prolific in record holders. Baker set 
the initial time at 47 3-5 seconds in 
1&SG, and in 1900 Maxey Long cut it 
down to 47 flat in a straightaway race 
ag-ainst time. 
In the past sixteen 
years there has been no further lower- 
ing G* this record. In the running of 
the hr.lf mile, however, 3 3-5 seconds 
have boen sained, as in 1885 Lon My- 
ers sprinted the 880 yards in 1.55 i-5. 
Ten- "years later Charley Kilpatrick 
clipped two seconds off this time, and 
last summer Ted Meredith lowered it

In that case, if there is a runner 
on first, he must necessarily go down 
to second, in order to make room on 
first for the batter. But if there is 
no one on first,|no bases can be ad- 
vanced. After the ball has 
become 
dea'd for any of the reasons quoted, 
it can be put back into play in only 
one way. It must be returned 
to 
the pitcher, standing in his position, 
and it is not 
in play until that Is 


done. Simply returning 
the ball to 
the pitcher is not enough to put it in 
play. He must be on the slab in, 
position ready to pitch and with the 
ball in his hand.

ing out of play.
